For the folly of the independent 
greet back movement to become appa- 
rent, it is only necessary to give the 
matter a moment’s sericus considera~ 
tion.

They re- 
mind us of those rampant politicians 
who wanted Georgia to secede by an 
act of the legislature, without going 
through the formalities of passing an 
ordinance, and without considering 
what was necessary to be done or how 
to do it. 


The people demand immediate relief
